ulations under which it will li­ 
cense utilities and other private t 
firms to use nuclear m aterials 
for peaceful purposes. 
This is one of tho key steps 
designed to pave the way for 
expanded development and use 
of the atom in industry, medical j 
treatm ent and 
other 
peaceful 
pursuits. 
The regulations 
were

under the 1954 Atomic Energy j 
Revision Law; one of its chief 
purposes was to encourage pri­

The new rules will not be ef­

It does not m atter th at we have had an ad­ 
ditional m onth this y ear to p ay the income tax; 
the same old horror comes arou nd in due course 
to take w hat is left after a y ear’s work. No more 
little or big accum uation to be invested or sp ent; 
it all goes to the tax collector. 
T. Coleman Andrews, Commissioner of In te r­ 
nal Revenue, one.of the best we have ever had, 
is p robably doing more to m ake the cou ntry con­ 
scious of the burden of the income tax than any 
of his p redecessors, because he is institu ting ef­ 
ficient methods of collecting this revenue. He 
m akes it tough in accordance w ith Acts of Con­ 
gress, a # l the tou gher he m akes it, the more the 
taxp ay er will become conscious of w hat is hap ­ 
p ening to him and his family . 
I do not say this in disp aragem ent of Mr. 
Andrews, who does his du ty as the law’ p rovides. 
The income tax law’ is to blame; it has become a 
mad hodge-p odge of p rovisions until the forms 
are so comp lex and the rules and regu lations so 
confusing, that one hardly knows w hat to do. If 
one earns a bit more than his neighbor and gets 
up into w hat are called the middle brackets, he 
really needs a bookkeep er to w atch over him, 
p articu larly if he buy s a m an a drink or a dinner. 
He needs to decide w hether this is ju st sociability 
or is he try ing to get into the good graces of the 
individual in the hop e of some day selling him an 
insurance p olicy or som ething? One may be de­ 
du cted as a business exp ense, the other not, and 
how do y ou decide which is which and how can 
y ou p rove w hat y our njotive was at the m oment? 
The income tax is a device by which the m id­ 
dle class of a cou ntry is gradu ally wip ed out. 
Those w’ho have inherited w ealth need not w orry 
about it as long as they have accum ulations of 
inherited cap ital to live on. That too will go 
throu gh the inheritance taxes, inflation and such 
devices. But while it lasts, it is good. Those who 
have savings to invest can benefit throu gh cap ital 
gains, but th at sy stem of saving some reservoirs 
of p rivate cap ital is now’ being criticized.

The death of John W. Davis, Democratic 
p residential nominee in 1924, is a reminder 
that not many former candidates are still 
alive.

Suscep tible emp loy es should be 
sp otted before the onset of hy p ertension (high 
blood p ressu re) and attem p ts made to modify or 
p revent the p rocesses thou ght to be contribu ting 
factors.”

Force, America’s thousands of 
private pilots and light plane 
owners will have a critical pub­ 
lic service to play in the event 
ol any atomic attack upon the 
United States.

declared in discussing the Civil 
Air Patrol’s role in the atomic 
test project of the Federal Civil 
Defense

the Atomic Energy Commission 
in mid-April. 
“If we 
are 
attacked,”

reckon first with the problem of 
mass evacuation.

IT IS ESTIM ATED there will 
be enough vaccine for 30 million 
children, but if Dr. Salk’s recom­ 
mendation of two shots instead 
of throe immediately is followed 
this would m ake possible innocu- 
lation of 45 million children.

the test program, 1,013 cases of 
polio developed. 
In areas where the vaccine 
and dummy shots wore used in­ 
terchangeably 428 out of 749,236 
came down with polio.

where only second graders were 
inoculated 585 of 1,080.680 chil­ 
dren develoi>ed polio. 
Of children receiving dummy 
shots 115 became paralyzed. 
In the areas where vaccine 
was used on some and others 
merely observed 38 children be­ 
came paralyzed as opposed to 
330 who did not get the vaccine.

The report said the choice in 
picking field trial areas had been 
fortunate in the fact that polio 
was 
more 
prevalent 
in 
those 
areas last year than in previous 
years, thus giving a more effec­ 
tive test of the vaccine. 
In areas w here dummy shots 
I were used there were 7,049,236 
‘children 
in 
the 
first 
through 
third grades. 
Of the 60.8 per 
cent asked to participate in the 
tests 26.8 per cent, or 200,745, 
received three shots of vaccine 
and 26.9 per cent, or 201,229, 
three dummy shots. 


IN THE O BSER V ED contiol 
areas there were 1,080,680 chil­ 
dren in the first three grades 
and 221,998 second grade chil­ 
dren or 20:5 per cent received 
the three shots. 
The vaccine was given only to 
children—none to adults. How­ 
ever, it has been recommended 
that vaccine in future bo given 
pregnant women. There is not 
yet sufficient vaccine for injec­ 
tion of adults generally. 
On the question of safety, Dr. 
Francis said 931 children who 
were vaccinated and 939 given 
dummy shots had minor reac­ 
tions, each the same percentage, 
.04. 
Of the so called “m ajor” re­ 
actions, none could clearly be 
attributed to inoculation. There 
were nine in childien receiving 
vaccine and 13 such reactions in 
those getting dummy shots. * 
These findings failed to impli­ 
cate the vaccine as a significant 
cause of untoward reactions.
